West Bank settlers last night 
were considering squatting in 
several Arab towns in the West 
Bank in an effort to press for an 
iron-fist policy against tenor fol- 
lowing yesterday's murder of a 
soldier and the wounding of 
another in the Hebron market- 
place. 

The dead soldier was identified 
last night as Avfaham Sorek, 38, of 
Kibbutz Beit Oren. Sorek emigrated 
from Chile several years ago and is 
survived by a wife, a 14-year-old 
daughter and sons aged nine and 
five. Two Arabs were slightly in- 
jured when soldiers opened fire in 
tire casba following the stabbing. 

Vice Premier Shamir responded 
to the attack yesterday evening by 
saying that Israel must end the wave 
of terror attacks by using the most 
aggressive means possible. “First 


and foremost,” he said, “we must 
carry out the government’s decision 
on expulsions without legal obsta- 
cles. Expulsion is the most effective 
means possible to deter acts of terror 
and incitement.” 

' Shamir made these remarks dur- 
ing a visit to Hod Hasharon where he 
was the guest of the local branch of 
Herat. 

In answer to a question, Shamir 
said that everywhere an act of terror 
is committed, the local residents 
must be made to feel they cannot live 
normal lives. He said that an atmos- 
phere of deterrence must be created 
by using the maximum punishment, 
including the death penalty. 

The stabbings further fiielled the 
controversy between the two major 
coalition partners, with the Herat 
spokesman blaming Labour for wbat 
he called the deteriorating security 
situation in the territories. 

Sorek is the 15th Jew murdered by 
terrorists this year, Otniel Schneller, 


the secretary of the Council of Jew- 
ish Settlements in Judea. Samaria 
and Gaza said last night. 

Speaking to The Jerusalem Post 
after a heated and lengthy meeting 
of the council and Gush Emunim 
leaders in Hebron, Schneller insisted 
that “only with an iron fist is it 
possible to prevent a Belfast in the 
land of Israel.” 

The settlers have accordingly de- 
cided on a nationwide drive. It is 
expected to include squatting 
attempts in various towns, although 
no decisions have been taken on sites 
other than the Hebron market place. 

“The murder is a result of the 
eviction of the Jews from the market 
(last month), and the situation will 
not be redressed unless the Arabs 
understand that the more they hit us 
- the stronger we become,” Noah 
Are on. a member of Gush Emu- 
nim ’s leadership, told The Post after 
the meeting. 

Accordingly, the council will 


move its headquarters temporarily 
to Hebron to coordinate the drive to 
foil the projected Jordanian- 
Palestiniaji-U.S. talks, and ro press 
for a law in banning any contact with 
PLO members. 

The two reserve soldiers were 
guarding the entrance to the uninha- 
bited flat in the casba which a group 
of right-wing MKs occupied last 
month. The IDF guard on the flat 
was part of the undertaking the MKs 
Won from Defence Minister Rabin 
when they evacuated the site. 

Sorek was stabbed in the heart and 
collapsed at the entrance of the flat. 
He died later in an ambulance on the 
way to Jerusalem after an attempt to 
resuscitate him near the settlement 
of Efrat failed.

Vice Premier and Foreign Minis- 
ter Yitzhak Shamir leaves for Japan 
tomorrow to try to persuade 
Japanese leadere to relax their “ex- 
cessive” sensitivity to the Arab 
boycott, Shamir said yesterday. 

In an interview with The Jeru- 
salem Post Shamir said that the 
Japanese invitation for a state visit 
(as opposed to the diplomatically 
less weighty “working” visit) was 
“an expression of Japanese open- 
ness and consideration of Israel.” 
Japan has full diplomatic relations 
with Israel. But until quite recently 
many Japanese executives have been 
known to amply hang up when they 
received cabs from Israeli business- 
men wanting to buy their products, 
according to Israeli business sources. 

But there have been signs of a 
slight change in the Japanese atti- 
tude, and Shamir’s visit provides 
: official recognition of this shift. Re- 
marking on the Japanese “slow, 
thorough, and methodical attitude” 
to issues of this nature, Shamir said 
hehopes to make important contacts 


with the opinion-moulders of the 
Japanese government and business 
world. 

In addition to meetings with Pre- 
mier Yasuhiro Nakasone, Shamir 
and his delegation of businessmen 
are to meet with the deputy director 
of the Ministry of International 
Trade and Industry (Minister Kei- 
jiro Murata will be in China during 
Shamir’s visit) and with the Keidan- 
ren industrial organization. It is 
hoped that these bodies will move to 
increase the legitimacy of trading 
with Israel. 

In addition to the Shamir visit, 
there have been indications that the 
Japanese feel they can afford to be 
more open aboot ties with Israel and 
lessfeaiful of the Arab boycott. The 
Israel economic mission in.

The Israel Defence Forces have 
taken steps to deal with the possibil- 
ity of a sudden attack on the Golan 
Heights by the Syrians, Chief of 
General Staff, Rav-Alnf Moshe 
Levy, said yesterday. 

Following the IDF*s withdrawal 
from Lebanon in June, the Syrians 
moved most of their force there back 
home. Levy said he could not point 
to concrete steps that Damascus had 


taken. 

The IDF was therefore not only 
strengthening its own forces, but 
also bolstering fortifications and the 
military infrastructure on the Golan 
in readiness for the possibility of a 
sudden attack. Levy told reporters. 

Levy and other members of the 
general staff on Monday toured the 
Golan front as part of a visit to the 
north. It was later reported that the 
army would designate a 2-4 


kilometre strip inside the border 
with Syria as a closed zone during the 
night. This follows minings and 
other attempted terrorist acts on the 
Golan. A terrorist ring of Golan 
Druse was recently rounded up . 

Turning to other matters, Ixvy 
said budget cuts are continuing to 
hurt the army, and programmes are 
being slashed to stay within the 
budget. 

Training, including exercises for 


reserve forces as well as firing time 
in the air force, would be even 
further reduced and more perma- 
nent personnel would be fired. The 
army faces a serious problem in 
retaining sufficient high-calibre 
officers in the permanent force and it 
is only a sense of mission that keeps 
professionals in the IDF, since civi- 
lian salaries and conditions would 
always be more attractive, said the 
chief of the general staff.

Everyone also agrees that certain 
ingredients are needed to build up 
* these industries.- Foremost among 
them are financing conditions that 
will attract new companies, infras- 
tructure including communications 
and, most important of ail, a highly- 
educated and skilied workforce. La- 
ter in this series, we will have the 
opportunity to hear what some of the 
key people involved in day-to-day 
realization of these grand aims have 
to say about them. 

For now, it will suffice to say that 
the gap between reality and myth is 
very wide.

trialist named Uzia -Galil, got 
together to found the Advanced In- 
dustry Centre, Israel’s first-industrial 
park. 

For several years thfe centre 
needed government and city sup-, 
port, but from the xnid-70s it had 
become self-supporting. It collected 


fees and charges for the services it 
provided to the companies who had 
■ established themselves in it and from 
the concessions it granted to com- 
mercial outlets. 

These services axe on a very high 
level, and explain the park's con- 
tinuing success in attracting new 
firms. Han an Nitzan, the managing 
director of the Haifa Economic Cor- 
poration which is the parent of the 
Advanced Industry Centre says that 
the centre provides day-care facili- 
ties for children of mothers working 
in the plants there, covering an age 
span of four months to first grade. 
These facilities open at 7*30 a.m. and 
dose ar 5 p.m. to handle two work 
shifts, so that the kids come and go 
with their mother on the bus. Clinics 
and post offices are also available to 
reduce the need for time-wasting 
trips into town. 

The centre also has a centralized 
heating system for the whole park 
and provides the roads, communica- 
tions and other basic infrastructure 
without which the firms could hardly 
operate. 

The income these services gener- 
ate is ploughed back into' building 
more factories in the park. But the 
Haifa Economic Corporation 
(HEC) does not have sufficient re- 
sources of its own for this, and the

African government shares in the 
rejection of that concept.”

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Two more arrested 
in kibbutz fraud case

TEL AVIV. - Fraud suspect Nahum 
Paz's partners in the Shdema Insur- 
ance Company, Moshe Porat and 
Micha Gotstadt, were arrested 
yesterday and brought to court, 
where each was released on IS 10 
million bail. 

Paz, a member of Kibbutz Em 
Harod Me'uhad was in charge of the 
United Kibbutz Movement's insur- 
ance business. He was arrested last 
week on suspicion of fraud and 
breach of promise. He was released 
yesterday on IS100 million bail, 
ordered to deposit his passport with 
the police and forbidden to leave the 
kibbutz for three weeks. The court 
also forbade him to have any contact 
with UKM institutions for the next 
two months. 

Paz, who had owned Shdema be- 
fore joining the kibbutz, is suspected 
of transferring the UKWs insurance 
files from Hassneh to the Shoham 
Insurance Company, which was set 

iip hy himself and his partners wi thin 

Shdema for this purpose. Conse- 
quently, Paz’s company (which he 
continued to own and manage in 
violation of kibbutz regulations) re- 
portedly received the IS10 milli on 
annual premium from the UKM. Paz 
himself allegedly received millions 
of shekels in commissions and man- 
agement fees. 

The police representative told the 
court that Paz's activities apparently 


cost the UKM hundreds of 
thousands of dollars. 

The police investigator told the 
court that Gostadt, of Ramat 
Hasharon - Paz’s partner in Shde- 
ma, Shoham, Rav Gal and In tergal - 
is suspected of conspiring to cheat 
the UKM and Hahaklai Insurance 
Company. Gostadt and Paz are also 
suspected of embezzling hundreds of 
thousands of shekels from the UKM 
investment company Mishkei 
Ha'ihud. 

Similar allegations were made 
against Moshe Porat. 

The investigator stated that Gos- 
tadt confessed during questioning 
that he and Paz had conspired to give 
false testimony to Labour MK David 
Liba'i, who had investigated the 
affair for the kibbutzim, to the effect 
that kibbutz money-manager Eiiezer 
Inbal received benefits from “grey- 
market" financier David Blass. 

The police are still investigating 
Paz's involvement in a wider scandal 
concerning loans from the UKM to 
Blass. Paz, who claims that Inbal was 
involved in illegal transactions with 
Blass, lived with Inbal in a luxury 
apartment owned by Blass in Tel 
Aviv while the two were working for 
the UKM. Inbal, of Kibbutz De- 
gania Aleph, is the treasurer of Mis- 
hkei Ha’ihud. 

The police are also investigating 
Suspicions that UKM figures are in- 
volved in illegally transferring fore- 
ign currency abroad. 


High school teachers to strike 
if September pay isn’t raised

TEL AVIV. - The Secondary 
School Teachers Association plans 
to disrupt classes at the beginning of 
next month if the teachers do not 
receive the 8 per cent pay increase 
coining to them in their September 
pay - payable October 1 - Associa- 
tion head Shoshana Bayer said 
yesterday. 

‘They tell us to give up the in- 
creases voluntarily,” she said, “be- 
cause otherwise they will pass a law 
taking them away from us. But why 
should we volunteer? If we do, they 
will use the same threat next time.” 
The increase in question indudes 
5.6 per cent promised to the teachers 
under the Etzioni agreement and 
another 2 per cent erosion increment 
designed to keep their salaries in 
parity with those of the engineers. 

Bayer claims the larger Histadrut 
Teachers Union will ultimately give 
in and agree. to. postponement of 
these inercases...BntHistadnit . 
Teachers ■ Union SecretaxyrGeneral 
Yitzhak Weibef . denies, this vehe- 
mently: “Well wait until the time 


comes to make decisions about how 
we will fight any attempt to deprive 
us of the increases - legislatively or 
' by any other means," he said. “But 
in the meantime, suffice it to say that 
we won't take it lying down. ” 

The Secondary School Teachers 
Association’s more immediate strike 
threat — to dismiss junior high and 
high school classes at 11 a.m. tomor- 
row - still stands. This is a protest 
against the failure to restore to their 
original level teachers’ positions 
which were cut because of the 
budget squeeze. 

An agreement signed in May be- 
tween the Education Ministry and 
the association stated that teachers 
would not have their positions - i.e., 
the number of hours they work -cut. 
The agreement also promised the 
reinstatement of tenured teachers 
who had been fired as part of the 
same budget-cutting process, but 43 
teachers— 25 in religious schools and 
the rest on kibbutzim - still have not 
been rehired, and they too are a 
reason for the strike. 

For the time being, the protest has 
been scheduled for one day only. 


‘Rampant politics’ in IB A 
may lead to TV blackout 


Jerusalem Post Reporter 
Television viewers may be facing 
programme disruptions next week 
and a blank screen on Rosh Hasha- 
na, according to Israel Television 
union representatives fuming over 
what they regard as politicization of ‘ 
ITV by die Broadcasting Authority 
management committee. 

Politicization of ITV has become 
so rampant, the union representa- 
tives said, that soon a situation will 
be reached where not only the IBA 
director-general and ITV director 
will be political appointees, but all 
division heads as well. A member of 
the journalists' works committee 
predicted that “it’s going to get so 
bad that the politicians who make 
the appointments are going to make 
the interview-programme hosts 
show them their questions before 
they go on the air." 

In another development, TV staf- 


fers stopped cooperating with the 
division heads yesterday to protest 
what they see as infringements of the 
Broadcasting Authority Law by the 
IBA management committee. 

These infringements allegedly in- 
clude a decision made on Monday to 
appoint a deputy ITV director, ex- 
tending the time limit for tenders for 
five new department heads, and for- 
mulating new regulations for fired 
staff. 

A delegation of the journalists’ 
works committee is to meet this 
morning with Education Minister 
Navon to air their grievances, and is 
-to meet later with the Jerusalem 
branch of the Israel Journalists 
Association. 

ITV will be without either an 
acting or a permanent director next 
week, when acting director Yosef 
Bar-El leaves his post.

Bruno blasts central bank 
for its exchange-rate policy

Scathing criticism of the Bank of 
Israel’s exchange-rate policy came 
yesterday from Prof. Michael Bru- 
no, one of the leading members of 
the team that drafted the govern- 
ment's economic plan. Bruno 
attacked the bank's decision to let 
the exchange rate of the shekel 
fluctuate in relation to the dollar, 
and the fact that it set it on Monday 
beyond the ISl^OO mark. 

The bank set the official rate 
yesterday at IS1 ,505.8 to the dollar, 
up from Monday's rate at IS 1,503.8. 
According to bank officials, the 
further devaluation of the shekel was 
caused by the increase in the dollar's 
value in tfie international currency 
markets. 

In a radio interview, Bruno said 
that the bank was indeed authorized 


to let the rate of exchange fluctuate 
by 2 per cent around the IS1,500 
mark. But he warned that the fact 
that it had been set beyond that line 
could have adverse psychological 
effects. “A sense of. stability is 
needed," he added. 

Senior officials at the central bank 
strongly rejected Bruno's criticism 
and said that the exchange rate poli- 
cy had been coordinated with the 
Treasury. 

“The bank determines the daily 
rate of exchange accor ding to de- 
mand and supply and according to 
changes in the value of the dollar and 
the European currencies in the inter- 
national markets. There has been no 
change in that policy, and the bank 
will continue to strive for a stable, 
although not constant, rate of ex- 
change," a senior official said.

the critical list. But his condition was 
still listed as “moderate to serious.” 
Chief of General Staff Rav- Aluf 
Moshe Levy visited the scene of the 
attack yesterday afternoon and said 
he suspected “a lot was wrong" with 
the conduct of the unit guarding the 
flat. 

“I have a strong impression that 
the amt did not conduct itself prop- 
erly,” Levy said, noting that two 
more men were supposed to be near- 
by, in an apparent reference to man- 
ning an observation post on the roof. 
“But it is not clear to me whqre they 
were and why they weren't at the- 
spot they were supposed to be,” he 
said. 

The attack was roundly criticized 
by Hebron’s .deposed, mayor,. 
Mustafa Natshe> Speaking 'to- 
The Jerusalem Part last night, he $aid' 
he feared the attack mil have a Add 1 
effect on Hebron as a whole. “If 
there is violence, the peace process 
will not move forward,” he 
lamented. Attacks will also give the 
settlers an excuse to press the au- 
thorities “to move into this house 
and that house,” he continued. 

Hebron settlers moved into the 
casba flat last month following the 
stabbing of Kiryat Arba resident 
Ya’acov Reiter. The settlers claim 
they had bought the flat from 
Mohammed Yunes Ja’abari, but the 
authorities have not recognized the 
purchase. 

The settlers were evicted, but 
several MKs then moved in. They 
agreed not to resist an anny order to 
leave after they were promised that 
the army would take custody of the 
building. 

The IDF thereupon assigned two 
reservists to guard the door of the 
flat. Other soldiers were inside when 
the attack in the narrow alley took 
place at 10:45 a.m. 

There were conflicting reports on 
the number of assailants. The surviv- 
ing soldier said there was one attack- 
er, but eyewitnesses said there were 
two. 

The survivor fired two or three 
bullets, and began to climb the stairs 
to the flat. Another reserve soldier 
on the roof of the building heard the 
shots and also fired. 

Troops meanwhile rounded up 
some 60 shopkeepers and other 
Arabs for questioning. The police 
criminal identification department 
arrived on the scene and amid the 
blood-stained water container and 
plastic bags of soldiers' food, col- 


lected evidence. 

The army clamped a curfew on the 
market area and its surroundings, 
dosing the area with bazbed wire. 

Military sources indicated that the 
curfew would remain in effect for 
several days. Army and police forces 
began intensive house-to-house 
searches. 

Prime Minister Peres said that the 
attack was part of a planned increase 
of terrorism “which blocks all ways 
towards a (peaceful) solution” of the 
Palestinian problem. The PLO, he 
added, is looking for ways to build 
up violence in the same measure that 
Israel is seeking peace. Such attacks, 
he continued, “impose a tragedy on 
the residents of the a dminis tered 
territories and the Pales tinians .” 

.Despite Peres’s statement, coali- 
tion controversy was ignited by the 
Herat spokesman yesterday when 1 he 
••fcsued a statement 'terming the knif- 
ings in Hebron “yet another fruit of 
the faulty Labour Party policy. The 
actively hostile policy towards settle- 
ments and settlers inevitably encour- 
ages attacks an Jew, and die lax 
attitude towards the Arab perpetra- 
tors constitutes further encourage- 
ment." 

This statement drew fire from 
Labour Party Secretary-General Uzi 
Batam, who termed it “immoral." 
He said Labour never “sank so low" 
as to attribute terror atrocities to any 
party's position. 

Industry Minister Ariel Sharon 
said that the government must de- 
cide immediately to settle an Israeli 
family in every Jewish-owned home 
and property in Hebron. 

Chief of General Staff Levy said 
that the IDF has taken steps to 
ensure that citizens can feel safe 
while visiting any part -of the coun- 
try. 

Referring to recent terrorist 
attacks at Beit Shemesh, Gilboa and 
the markets of Jenin, Tulkarm and 
Hebron, Levy said that it would be 
considered a success for the terror- 
ists if citizens were afraid to move 
around freely. The army therefore 
deployed units to sites where citizens 
were loath to visit because of fear of 
attack, Levy told reporters. 

There would be a serious danger if 
Arab terror brought in its wake 
Jewish hatred, which would not 
allow the two peoples to live 
together, he said. 

Deterrent measures against ter- 
ror, such as deportation and admi- 
nistrative detention, are effective. 
Levy said.

Rav- Aluf Levy tells Knesset unit: 

TOF has drawn lessons 
from war in Lebanon’

Rav- Aluf Moshe Levy, Israel De- 
fence Forces chief of general staff, 
said yesterday that the army had 
drawn professional conclusions and 
learned the lessons of the campaign 
in Lebanon more intensively than it 
had after the Yom Kippur War of 
1973. 

Levy told the Knesset Foreign 
Affairs and Defence Committee, 
winding up a series of discussions on 
the lessons of the war. that anyone 
who charged the IDF had not analy- 
sed and drawn conclusions was 
acting out of pure malice. 

“We drew military conclusions, 
not political ones," Levy said. He 
rejected allegations by some com- 
mittee members that IDF intelli- 
gence tailored its conclusions with an 
eye to pleasing the political echelons 
in government. 

A loud exchange of verbal abuse 
and personal an ears between MKs 
Rafael Eitan (Tehiya) and Yosef 
Sand (CRM) struck a jarring note at 
yesterday's session. 

Sand said that the army's report- 
ing credibility had been tarnished 


during the fighting in Lebanon. He 
said that the army was instructed not 
to attack the Syrian forces in Leba- 
non and that the army then claimed 
that the Syrians, had attacked first 
and that die IDF was forced to 
respond. "But now everybody' 
knows that Israel provoked the Sy- 
rians.” Sand said. 

Eitan, who was chief of general 
staff during the Lebanese War re- 
plied that Sarid was peddling leftist 
propaganda. “You arc a liar." Eitan 
said. 

Sarid replied: "Who can outdo 
you at lying? The thing that saves 
you is your face, which provides you 
' with the camouflage required for the 
survival of a congenital liar." 

Eitan then said: "You're just a liar 
plain and simple. You're a Marxist 
Communist liar.” 

On quite a different topic. Levy- 
said that IDF soldiers are compelled 
to attead organized pre- festival ser- 
mons by the army's chaplaincy 
corps, and are not allowed to opt 
out. 

Levy said: "In the army, there is 
no such thing as a voluntary activity. 
Our fighting morale is not a volun- 
tary feature of army life either." 


Captain jailed for refusing service in Lebanon 


TEL AVIV (Itim). - A reserve captain 
in the Medical Corps who refused to 
serve in Lebanon was sentenced 
yesterday to three months in jail and 
demoted to the rank of private by the 
General Staff Court Martial here. 

The officer received a call-up 
order in August 1984 and went to his 
unit to find out where he would 
serve. When he learned he had been 


stationed in Lebanon, he tore up his 
order in front of his commander, and 
failed to report for duty for the next 
38 days. 

In a separate case in the Air Force 
Court-Martial here, a sergeant- 
major was convicted of making adv- 
ances to a woman soldier. He was 
given a four-month suspended sent- 
ence and demoted one rank. 


krael undecided on Mengele’s death

Israel has not yet decided whether 
to accept the findings of the autopsy 
performed on the body which Brazi- 
lian authorities said was that of Au- 
schwitz doctor Josef Mengele, a 
Foreign Ministry statement sent to 
all Israeli Embassies abroad says. 

Israeli experts are still examining 
evidence, some of it very recent, 
about Mengele, according to Fore- 
ign Ministry sources. 

Israeli Embassies and other offi- 
cial representations have been re- 
cently confronted by questions from 
Jews, especially survivors of the 
death camps, about the official 
Israeli position on the autopsy in 
Brazil in June this year. 

In response to these questions, 
Moshe Gilboa, director of the minis- 
try's World Jewish Affairs Division, 
sent a circular to Israeli Embassies, 
stating that as far as Israel is con- 
cerned, there is no conclusive proof 


that Mengele is dead. 

Germany followed Israel's lead in 
this position, and West German 
Federal prosecutor Hans Klein 
announced this week that it would 
take a month until the German ex- 
perts studying the issue reach a con- 
clusion about the body exhumed in 
Embu, Brazil on June 6. 

The U.S. Justice Department has 
already announced that it is satisfied 
that the autopsy proved the dead 
man to be Mengele. 

However. Reuter reports from 
Sao Paulo that Brazilian forensic 
experts are carrying out further tests 
on the skull at the request of the U.S. 
government. 

The U.S. Justice Department had 
asked for the tests to discover 
whether a small hole on the face had 
existed before Mebgele’s reputed 
death in a "swimming accident six 
years ago or whether it was "caused 
later, possibly by water erosion in 
the grave. 


Maccabi TA defeats Greeks, 96-93 


ATHENS (JTA).; - Despite inept 
refereeing and an injury to Maccabi 
Tel Aviv star Motti Aroesti, the 
Israeli basketballers yesterday defe- 
ated the Greek national team 96-93, 
in a gala match played in Salonika 
After a poor start in which Macca- 
bi allowed the Greeks to get 13-23 
ahead, the Israelis took the lead in 
the 13th minute, never to lose it. 

In the second half, Maccabi’s su- 
periority was never in doubt and 


only the two Greek stars, Nikos 
Gabs and Panagiotis Giannakis (58 
and 13 points, respectively) ever 
really threatened the Israelis. 

Aroesti, who had to retire because 
of injury, was replaced by Lipin in 
the second half of the game, which 
celebrated the founding of Salonika 
2,300 years ago.

Refusenik Nashpitz gets permission to come on aliya

Mark Nashpitz, a prominent re- 
fusenik who was exiled to Siberia for 
five years for attending a peaceful 
aliya demonstration in Moscow a 
decade ago, has finally received per- 
mission to come to Israel. 

Nashpitz, a 37-year-old stomato- 
logist (a specialist in diseases of foe 
mouth) is expected to arrive within 
10 days with his wife Lu dmilla and 
their five-year-old son. 

The family will join Nashpitz’s. 
mother, who has been living in 
Kizyaf Ata since she arrived from 
Moscow in 1974. 

Nashpitz, whose cause was a ral- 
lying cry for Jewish dentists in the 
free world, was arrested along with 
Boris Tsitiyonok in 1975. Both of 
them have held Israeli citizenship 
since 1970, and were among the first 
Russian Jews to receive citizenship 


while still in Russia. 

After returning from Siberia, 
Nashpitz could not find work and 
was not allowed to register as a 
permanent resident of Moscow. The 
other five demonstrators were given 
10- to 15-day jail terms and then 
released. 

The news that foe Nashpitz family 
would be allowed to come on aliya 
was broken yesterday by Jewish 
Agency Executive chairman Arye 
Dulzin at a press conference. It was 
later confirmed by the Israel Public 
Council for Soviet Jewry. 

Sources in foe council are not sure 
why certain well-known, long-term 
refuseniks are being allowed to 
leave. 

The news comes at a time when 
Soviet Jewish emigration is at an 
all-time low. Yitzhak Shkolnik, 
another famous refusenik, was one 
of the 13 Russian Jews to come on 


aliya last month. 

One theory is that the Russian 
authorities want to get good head- 
lines in the Western press before foe 
summit between President Reagan 
and Soviet leader Mikhail Gor- 
bachev in Geneva in November. 

But Dulzin and Avraham Harman 
of foe Public Council say there has 
been a deterioration - not an im- 
provement — in the situation of 
Soviet Jewry since Gorbachev took 
power in the Soviet Union. 

Dulzin and Hannan will be part of 
an eight-member Israeli delegation 
to next week's special session of foe 
presidium of the World Conference 
on Soviet Jewry, in Washington. The 
three-day gathering will be attended 
by representatives of all major 
American Jewish organizations, as 
well as leaders from South American 
and European Jewish communities, 
in addition to the Israelis.

HAIFA. - The Israel Cable and 
Electric Wire Cbmpany intends to 
said over half its work force on 
indefinite leave from today. 

But the Haifa Labour Council is

The firm , in the Baysidc industrial 
zone, informed. the council yester- 
day of its intention to. send 155 
employees out of a tool of 260 on 
leave - most of them without pay. 

The company blamed the measure 
on losses resulting from the price 
freeze imposed last year. 

In a statement yesterday, foe firm, 
which is part of foe Histadruf s Hev- 
rat Ha’ovdim, said that although 
production and sales- for the first half 
of 1985 were about the same as last 
year, turnover had dropped by more 
than $3 million because of foe freeze 
on prices. 

This had resulted in a first-half- 
year loss of $2 million, foe company 
reported. 

But Haifa Labour Council Secret- 
ary Moshe Wertan rejected any sug- 
gestion of sending workers on leave 
with only a day's notice. 

He called on Koor’s General Man- 
ager Yeshayahu Gavish to intervene - 
and cancel foe threatened measures. 


Hunting licences 
extended by one month 

TEL AVIV. - Agriculture Minister- 
Arye Nebamin has extended bunting 
licences by one month until Septem- 
ber 30. 

Hunters had complained to him 
about the rise in the licence fee from 
IS5.100 last year to IS 120,000 this 
year. Since the licence is renewed on 
September 1, at the start of the 
hunting season, the hunters asked 
the minister to extend foe old licence 
until he could investigate foe matter, 
and he agreed.

He also said that even if a foreign 
company were to win the tender, foe 
IPA would ensure that at least 75 per 
cent of the equipment used and of 
the workers, will be from Israel.

third pair of glasses. 

But even such minor matters can 
take on major proportions for a 
child, especially if he cannot com- 
municate with his parents, explained 
Miriam. 

More serious cases include 
youngsters who have become 
addicted to drugs and need help to 
kick the habit, others with drinking 
problems and children who are 
afraid to go to school because they 
are victimized by bullies. 

According to Miriam there have 
been many cases of children seeking 
advice on behalf of their parents, 
either because of marital troubles or 
because one of foe partners has a 
drink problem which makes home- 
life intolerable. 

The Tel Aviv centre has also dealt 
with reports of child prostitution and 
rape, as well as children who have 
run away from home for one reason 
■or another. 

“Part of the problem is the way of 
life here. Many parents work long 
hours and come home tired and 
irritable. Or, after doing the house- 
work, they don't have foe time, 
energy or inclination to hear all 
about foe little problems of their 
children.'* said Miriam. 

“As a result, some youngsters feel 
that no one is prepared to listen to 
them. In acute cases, anxieties build 
up until they feel that foe whole 
worid is against them and the only 
way out is to loll themselves.” 

Miriam, who has been involved 
with foe Tel Aviv centre from its 
inception, recalled one incident of a 
boy who called and said be was going 
to co mmi t suicide. 

“He amply could not succeed at 
school jqq raattei; how haql. heitried, 
,-but hixparenisfocaigbifo .was^imp- , 
Ty lazy and iransfantiyfscbldedhim. 
He-foougfrtfoat-if he-'forew^himself 
off a high building, maybe then his 
parents would believe him and 
would feel sorry for the way they bad 
treated him," she said. 

Voluntary staff, merely by listen- 


ing patiently to his problems .iiui 
offering a few words of sympathy, 
managed to dissuade the boy. He hu> 
called the centre several times since, 
but. as Miriam pointed out. “the 
more he talks, the less likely he is to 
cany out his threat, and Vm sure 
now that he won't.*' 

Many of the calls relate to the 
problems of adolescence. Girls and 
boys are increasingly concerned ab- 
out their appearances, without 
realizing that had com pie v ions, 
overweight and other matters are the 
transitory elements of growing up. 

This lack of knowledge is often 
due to poor communication between 
parents and children, although 
sometimes youngsters are more pre- 
pared to accept the word of a stran- 
ger than their mother or father, said 
Miriam. 

The need for a Hot Line centre to 
serve the north became apparent 
after it was discovered that an aver- 
age of 20 to 30 youngsters from the 
Haifa area alone call the Tel Aviv 
office every week to pour out their 
hearts. 

All the conversations are con- 
ducted over the telephone and de- 
tails are kept strictly confidential. 
The aim is to listen sympathetically 
to foe youngsters problems and. 
where necessary, to give' advice. 

The voluntary staff, who all re- 
ceive instructions on how to handle 
calls, also have a list of other aid 
organizations which can deal with 
specific problems, and foe youngs- 
ters are referred to them when 
necessary. 

Miriam said the Haifa centre 
already has 30 volunteers , most of 
them parents, but those with psycho- 
logical training are especially 
needed. . ..... r

Pretoria seals off black townships

JOHANNESBURG. - Black 
townships throughout South Africa 
were sealed off yesterday on the first 
anniversary of persistent anti- 
apartheid rioting. 

Soldiers and policemen erected 
roadblocks at entrances to eight 
black regions where rioting erupted 
last September 3. The unrest has 
since flared around the nation, kill- 
ing more than 650 people. 

Residents of the townships said 
the security forces checked every car 
entering the black areas south of 
Johannesburg, near the white in- 
dustrial towns of Vereeneging and 
Vanderbijlpark. 

Last week, police banned any 
ceremony or protest to mark the 
anniversary. 

Residents of Sebokeng and Shar- 
pe ville, two of the largest and most 
riot-tom of the black communities. 


told reporters many black workers 
stayed home and schools were for 
the most part empty. 

One man was reported shot dead 
by police in renewed violence in 
mixed race areas of Cape Town, 

Witnesses said the man was killed 
when police opened fire with shot- 
guns and charged demonstrators at a 
school as youths set up barricades. 

Meanwhile, in the first strike by 
the three-year-old, all-black Nation- 
al Union of Mine workers, manage- 
ment said the number of struck 
mines was down to four, from six on 
Monday, the first day of the walkout 
stemming from a wage dispute. 

The black union, however, ac- 
cused gold-and coal-mining com- 
panies of forcing members to work at 
gunpoint.

Kohl backs minister in spy scandal debate 


BONN (Reuter). - West Germany’s 
opposition called for the dismissal of 
the interior minister in a stormy 
parliamentary debate on the coun- 
try's spy scandal yesterday, but 
Chancellor Helmut Kohl bluntly re- 
jected their demands. 

Presenting a resolution for the 
removal of Friedrich Zimmermann, 
the Social Democrats (SPD) chal- 
lenged the minister's assertion that 
he was unaware of the background 
to the central element of the affair, 
the defection of a top spy-hunter. 

Repeatedly interrupted by heck- 
ling from the opposition SPD and 
Greens party. Kohl replied that 
Zimmermann bore no political re- 
sponsibility for the defection of Hans 
Joachim Tiedge and would stay in his 


cabinet post 

Kohl said that if he were to react to 
the defection by ousting a minister, it 
would effectively play into the hands 
of the East German spy service to 
which Tiedge had crossed over. 

Kohl's coalition allies, the Free 
Democrats (FDP), joined the chan- 
cellor in supporting Zimmermann, 
meaning that the SPD resolution 
faced almost certain defeat in a vote 
at the end of the emergency debate. 

Tiedge, 48, who was in charge of 
operations against East German 
espionage in the counter-, 
intelligence service, defected to East 
Berlin two weeks ago, and later 
wrote to Bonn saying he had fled 
because of his “hopeless” personal 
situation. 


His defection was the most serious 
element in a spy scandal which has 
involved the exposure of four sus- 
pected Communist agents in sensi- 
tive posts in Bonn, and the-arrest of 
four other suspected East German 
spies in Britain and Switzerland. 

Zimm ermann himself was greeted 
with laughter and jeers when he 
reiterated to the chamber that he 
had never been aware of Hedge’s 
personal problems and was there- 
fore free from any reproach over the 

affair. 

Meanwhile, Nato's supreme com- 
mander in Europe, General Bernard 
Rogers, voiced dismay yesterday 
over the spy scandal, bnt said Bonn 
should not be isolated over the 
affair.

- U.S. Senator Robert 
Byrd said yesterday that Soviet lead- 
er Mikhail Gorbachev had indicated 
possible flexibility on the issue of 
space and nuclear arms control when 
he meets with President Reagan in 
November. 

Byrd said after meeting Gor- 
bachev with seven other senators 
that the Soviet leader’s remarks on 
the issue of U.S. plans for a space- 
based missile defence “encourages 
us to believe that... he will be posi- 
tive in his approach at the Summit." 

Gorbachev, 54, greeted Byrd and 
his delegation in a sparsely- 
decorated meeting room in the heart 
of the Kremlin. 

Gorbachev told the Senators that 
tfie Soviet Union wants to avoid 
confrontations with the U.S. and is 
hoping for a positive outcome to the 
summit, Tass said. 

The Soviet official news agency 
said the senators, in a meeting with 
the top soviet leader had “repeated 
known positions” of the U.S. gov- 
ernment, which it said Washington 
uses to justify the arms race. 

Byrd, from West Virginia, said on 
arrival in Moscow on Saturday he 
was delivering a message from Presi- 
dent Reagan to the Soviet Commun- 
ist Party chief and he hoped his visit 
would pave the way for the Novem- 
ber 19-20 summit. 


Gorbachev, in an interview coin- 
ciding with the Byrd visit, said 
Washington was seeking to put 
pressure on the Soviet Union by 
accusing it of “every mortal sin” in 
the run-up to the summit, the first 
since 1979. 

In Washington, the White House, 
sidestepping Gorbachev’s charge the 
U.S. is trying to drive Moscow into a 
corner before the summit,- yesterday 
welcomed the Soviet leader's pledge 
to submit serious proposals to im- 
prove relations between the super- 
powers. 

In a restrained, cautiously worded 
response to Gorbachev's interview 
with Time magazine which was re- 
leased on Sunday, a presidential 
spokesman said Reagan “is taking a 
serious approach to the relationship 
and has indicated that he is willing to 
meet the Soviets half-way in an 
effort to solve problems.” 

In Brussels, Nato said yesterday it 
would hold major exercises in south- 
ern Europe this month, in addition 
to its routine autumn maneuvres. 

Italy, Portugal, Turkey and the 
U.S. will take part in the exercises in 
Turkish Thrace, northeastern Italy 
and Sardinia. France, whose forces 
are not part of Nato's miHtaxy struc - 1 
rure. will send Navy and Air Force 
contingents. (Reuter, AP) 


Casablanca court sentences 
14 to death foROonspiracy 


CASABLANCA (AP). - Fourt^,^ 
Moroccan dissidents, including nine 
absentees, were sentenced to death 
early yesterday following their con- 
viction on charges of treason and 
conspiracy against the “internal 
security of the state." 

Twelve others accused in the two- 
week-long mass trial were sentenced 
to prison terms, including one for life 
and nine to 20 years imprisonment. 

Morocco's central criminal court 
convicted all the 26 accused of con- 
spiring with military intelligence 
officers in neighbouring Algeria to 
unleash a campaign of terrorism and 
sabotage to destabilize Morocco. 
Algeria and Morocco are locked in a 
10-year-old conflict over Morocco's 
annexation of the Western Sahara, a 
former Spanish colony. 


^ Jhe ^irosecufioh -afleged tijat the 
accused had been trained and equip- 
ped in Algerian camps for terrorist 
operations in Casablanca and in the 
resort cities of Tangier and Agadir, 
which are crowded with foreign tour- 
ists throughout the year. 

The dissidents were rounded op 
with their arms and sabotage equip- 
ment before they had time to commit 
any terrorist acts. 

The prosecution claimed that the 
group, calling itself "The Islamic 
Youth Movement,” was under the 
overall command of Abdelkrim 
Motei, a prominent dissident 
already under a Moroccan death 
sentence and believed to be hiding in 
Algeria. He received a second death 
sentence in absentia. 


Chess world title clash starts 


MOSCOW (Reuter). - Challenger 
Bary Kasparov fulfilled predictions 
that he would apply early pressure 
by seizing the initiative yesterday in 
tee first game of his world chess title 
rematch against champion Anatoly 
Karpov. 

Kasparov opened with tee adv- 
ance of his queen's pawn two 
squares, but on move three he 
allowed a Nimzo-Indian defence, an 
opening which did not occur in any 
of tee 48 games tee two Soviet 
grandmasters played in their first 
title match, which was abandoned 
last February. 

Karpov looked uncomfortable as 
tee challenger confronted him with a 
rarely played variation and soon fell 
far behind on tee clock. The cham- 
pion appeared apprehensive and 


hunched forward over tee board, 
balancing on tee edge of his seat. 

After making his 12th move Kas- 
parov, nearly an hour ahead on the 
clock, strolled quietly around the 
stage looking relaxed and confident 

The players have 2Yi hours each to 
make their first 40 moves. Failure to 
meet this quota results in a loss on 
time. 

The players arrived for tee start of 
play with j ust a few minutes to spare, 
despite the fact that traffic was cor- 
doned off to allow them easy access 
to the Tchaikovsky Concert Hall. 

The 24-game limit match will be 
played on Tuesdays, Thursdays and 
Saturdays. Karpov will retain his 
title in the event of a 12-12 tie and 
has the right to an early rematch if he 
loses.

147 die in China’s Titanic survivor: Let my father rest in his grave 


Hunan province 
in floods last week 

PEKING (Reuter). - At least 147 
people were killed in floods in the 
central China province of Hunan 
following torrential rains last week, 
tee official China Daily said yester- 
day. 

The paper said another seven peo- 
ple were missing after tee flash 
floods, which destroyed 1,100 
houses, nine schools and ruined 
16,000 hectares (160,000 dunam) of 
farmland. 

It was the latest in a series of flood 
disasters which have struck parts of 
China in tee past month. More than 
400 people have now been reported 
killed in tee floods, mostly in the 
northeast. 


LONDON (Reuter). - A woman 
survivor of the Titanic tragedy 
appealed yesterday against any 
attempt to “dig up 1,500 graves” by 
salvaging the liner from its 73-year- 
old tomb on tee North Atlantic 
ocean bed. 

Eva Hart was only seven years old 
when her father put her into a life- 
boat. waved goodbye and went 
down with tee supposedly unsink- 
able Titanic after it hit an iceberg in 
one of tee world's greatest maritime 
disasters. 

Word that a Freocb-American ex- 
pedition bad pinpointed tee location 
of the wreck nearly 900 kilometres 
south of Newfoundland brought an 
emotional plea from the elderly 
woman. 

“I think other survivors would 


agree teat the Titanic should be left 
in peace,” she said in an interview at 
her home near London. “I would 
■prefer my father's grave to remain 
undisturbed.” - 

Her father Benjamin was one of 
1,513 people who perished on April 
. 14. 1912 when the luxury liner sank 
on its maiden voyage from South- 
ampton to New York. Only about 
700 survived. 

A fortune in gold, jewels and 
other valuables filled the strong- 
room of tee ship carrying tee cream 
of New York and London society. 

Salvage operators in London said 
they doubted whether tee wreck 
would ever be raised from its resting 
place some 4,400 metres below tee 
surface.

A recent survey by the 
Health Ministry showed that 30 per 
cent of Israelis between the ages of 
13 and 18 are already addicted, and 
that 60 per cent of soldiers on reserve 
duty axe habitual smokers. I doubt 
whether these young people watch- 
ed Tatspit , but I hope that they will 
see our television spots, and that 
they will be impressed and depressed 
about what they are doing to them- 
selves. 

“We realize that it is not as easy to 
get a message across here via TV as it 
is in the U.S. Israelis are fatalists. 

“The young people think that it is 
very macho to smoke. As against 
Tatspit, they see leading Israelis with 
cigarettes between their fingers, 
even on television,” Navon says. 

“Dr. Koop noted that physicians 
in Israel smoke even while they are 
lecturing their patients against the 
habit, whereas in the U.S., only five 
per cent of doctors smoke at all. 

“So we know that it’s not going to 
be easy. But we believe that we will

Saturday, September 7, is the 150th 
anniversary of the death of Christopher 
Costigin, Irish explorer of die Dead Sea. 


IN THE FACE of many difficulties 
and with few resources, Christopher 
Cdstigin successfully explored the 
Dead" Sea in 1835. His courage, 
optimism, and determination are de- 
serving of our profound respect. 

Bom in 1810, be was the third sou 
of Sylvester and Catherine Costigin 
of Dublin. By the wish of his dying 
father, he went to Qongowes Wood 
College at Clone in County Kildare. 
It is likely that his Bible studies there 
fired his interest in the Dead Sea. 

It occured to him that it ought to 
be possible to reach the Dead Sea by 
crossing the coastal plain from Acre 
to the Sea of Galilee and descending 
the lower Jordan river. To this end, 
he obtained a boat equipped with 
oars and sail, barely big enough for. 
two. 

With the help of a Maltese sailor, 
he succeeded in transporting tbe 
boat to the Sea of Galilee, but low 
water levels and rapids prevented a 
descent of the river. He then left tbe 
river and pushed south to Jerusalem 
and the northern shore of the Dead 
Sea, near Jericho. '

Costigin’s eight day voyage of the 
Dead Sea took him as far south as 
the low. flat peninsula which extends 
from the south-eastern shore of the 
lake. They camped ashore each 
night, but bn one occasion suspicious 
circumstances obliged them to 
anchor off-shore beyond reach of 
gunshot. 

They crossed and re -crossed the 
Dead Sea. many times, taking fro-, 
quern soundings with a long line. 
Only once did the lead fail to find 
bottom, probably in the deep north- 
eastern part of the lake.

COSTIGIN confirmed that the bar- 
ren land mass in the south part of the 
lake was in fact a peninsula, and not 
an island, as had been supposed by 
previous travellers. He noted rails- 
in four places during the voyage. 

Hie boat floated a palm higher 
(some 20 cm.) on the intensely spline 
waters of the Dead Sea than on the 
Mediterranean. Costigin demons- 
trated the exceptional buoyancy in 
its waters by picking the bones of a ' 

fowl while floating in the waves. 

A strong wind from the north 


whipped the surface of the lake into 
waves, delaying their return. By the 
sixth day their water was exhausted, 
and Costigin was showing signs of 
heatstroke. 

Two days ' later Costigin was 
seriously ill and the Maltese sailor 
could row no more. Only a lucky 
wind enabled them to reach the 
northern shore of the Dead Sea. 

The Maltese sailor then made all 
speed to fetch help. Hearing of die* 
emergency, a Jericho woman sent 
‘ her sons to bring tbe prostrate Costi- 
gin to her hut. 

Gravely ill with a severe beat 
stroke, Costigin sent a messenger on 
hb own horse to get help from Johh 
Nicolayson, a resident of Mount 
Zion in Jerusalem. 

The urgent message read, “My 
Dear Sir, For God’s sake send me 
some medicine. An emetic above all 
things. I cannot rise from my bed, 
and if I pass two such sights as the 
last without aid or succour, you’ll 
have to do something else for me. 
Yours, CC.'\ ■ 

It took H hours to bring Costigin 
from Jericho to the Casa Nuqva 
hospice near Jaffa Gate. With his 
condition progressively deteriorat- 
ing, Costigin’s thoughts turned to his 
dear mother and friends in Ireland. 

• He received the last rites, and died at 
3 a.m., Saturday, September 7, 
1835. 

• He was buried in the cemetery of 
St. Saviour’s convent on Mount 
Zion, just outside the wails of Jeru- 
salem, and not far from the Kidron- 
Valley. The white gravestone is now 
attached tea stone wall behind some 
trees. Five Words of the beautiful 
Latin inscription leap to the eye: 
Ckristophorum Costigin Dubliensis 
infubemia. 

Costigin’s name appears on mod- 
em maps of the Dead Sea. On April 
2$, 1848 the northern extremity of 
the great peninsula was so named by 
Lt. William Francis Lynch of the 
U.S. Navy. , . 

Costigin’s tragic death prevented 
him from making his discoveries 
- known to others. But his determined 
attempt to penetrate tbe mystery 
which surrounded the Dead Sea is a 
memorable instance of exploration. 

His initiative, resourcefulness and 
.courage must not be forgotten. The 
people of Ireland may be truly proud 
of Christopher Costigin. explorer of 
the Dead Sea. 


CRUCIAL DECISIONS are being 
made in the corridors of power; but 
it’s nevertheless the “Silly Season”, 
or “encumber season” in Hebrew. 
So the time seems ripe for adding 
apples and oranges. Or even sillier, 
comparing them. 

I have in mind radio and televi- 
sion. How are they different and 
how are they alike? 

One of tbe most striking differ- 
ences is that you do not get rock-pop 
videos on radio. These are being 
widely toured as a new art form, and 
may well be. But at the moment, we 
get them in % the interstices between, 
say, some Anglo-American series 
and our cataclysmic news. 

It seems dear that the time is there 
to be filled because American series 
axe structured to provide time for 
commercials, while ours are still so 
embryonic that they leave all these 
loose slots. 

In this connection, radio has the 
marvellous advantage that you dp 
not see the singers. Facing the 
screen, I find myself positively 
hypnotized by the lip- 
synchronization — if there is no mic- 
rophone in view, and the song has 
been pre-recorded so the singers can 
just look pretty with little throb or 
strain. Or else I am so fascinated by 
the microphones held smack up 
against their marvellous teeth that 
the song is lost. Which is not always a 
loss. 

THE MUCH-ADMIRED profes- 
sion of taking us to be idiots reaches 
its peak, it may be recalled, at elec- 
tion time. But it is with ns at all

Who recalls tbe chattering, female 
moron on tbe radio commercials 
who, back in early spring, was urging 
us to buy Lotto tickets and putting 
her foot in every time she opened her 
mouth? 

At tbe time, I failed entirely to 
understand the campaign strategy, 
but I am sure it was hammered out in 
many an executive session. As I 
recall, though, the image-makers in 
question roust have decided that the 
“Be-Dumb” message was too stri- 
dent, for in the middle of the cam- 
paign they upgraded her from moron 
to dim-wit. 

Who remembers her male coun- 
terpart (this, in deference to femin- 
ists: l.e. males can be equally dumb) 
who babbled away regularly about 
that other prize, which he does not 
have to share with anybody, and 
pointed out humorously and re- 
peatedly that he certainly catches no 
to things quickly. , 

There was the girl in the real- 
estate vignette, who learned that this 


company will give her IS5 million 
free (this was only for February, 
though) if she acts quickly and buys 
her dream flat from diem. “Eek”sbe 
squealed, on bearing the good news, 
“I’m running out right now to buy 


one. 


TODAY, ONE of the biggest differ- 
ences between radio and television is 
that the former has been relegated to 
background-noise for the listener 
busy with some other occupation - 
especially driving, but also sleeping 
in a parked car. Other radio- 
compatible jobs: peeling, marinat- 
ing, washing the floor. 

With TV, the viewer must just sit 
there: if he is a child, the neck will 
usually be where the sofa back meets 
the seat. Knitting may, however, still 
occur during TV. And darning, if 
anybody still darns. 

By and large, one is supposed to 
be all “undivided attention** staring 
at the announcer. And at those 
limousines that take up so much time 
on news programmes, spewing forth 


their ministers. And those shots of 
TV cameramen shooting the news. 
Among my favourite visuals are 
those of the security men flanking 
the newsmakers. It's great fan to 
watch their eyes dart left, right, and 
left again, and this, of course, is not 
available on radio. 

One of the best TV interview 
shows is Ere v Hadnsh. It suffers 
from the same problem rhat afflicts 
all three interview TV shows: too 
little time for each subject, then. 
“Quick, on to the next!” The 
assumption, probably correct, is that 
the average viewer has a very short 
attention span. Even more impor- 
tant. TV is expensive and cannot 
afford to dawdle around like cheap, 
simple, old radio. 

But on Erev Hadash, the visual 
element provides a little fillip unique 
to the medium: the suspense of 
watching to see whether the inter- 
viewee has the sense to stay put in his 
seat after his little segment - that is if 
he watches the show himself and 
knows that the camera must first get 
back to the interviewer - or whether 
he bounces up prematurely, making 
the poor cameraman whip over with 
all due haste. 

Tbe grown-ups tell me there are 
sometimes interesting broadcasts on 
the screen towards midnight. This 
programming aberration is either a 
rightist media plot to keep us drug- 
ged on sit-coms and soaps or a leftist 
media plot to get us more hysterical- 
ly unruly for lack of sleep. 


RADIO, TOO. keeps emitting 
worthwhile programmes into black- 


est night. It goes on practically 
around the clock . How one can be up 
with Alex Ansky if one has been up 
with Edna Pe'er the night before is 
beyond me. The celestial spaces are 
surely throbbing with unheard 
broadcasts. 

Afterwards, one may learn what 
one has missed. And not always 
because of excessive slumber. There 
are. after all, the non-electronic 
media as well. One recent Saturday . 
for instance, I pulled out all the plugs 
and read a book. 

The telephone rang during this 
interlude'. It was a friend, and she 
sounded unaccountably excited. 
Known for her very low-keyed, 
cynical outlook, this time she was in 
a most unusual state. 'Tvc just had a 
fantastic experience, and I must tell 
you about it," she said. What was it 
all about? An inters ieu on Army- 
Radio with Ya'acov Acmon talking 
to MK. Mohammad Watud. Ibis is 
not the place to repeat the details I 
heard second-hand, bur from her 
account it is obvious this person 
deserves a wider audience. (What 
percentage of potential listeners 
were listening, at 1 p.m. on this hot 
Saturday?! 

And TV. of course, is where the 
exposure is. Would it be too awful to 
postpone just for one week iHat 
detergent -opera prime-! ime-wastcr 
Condo for a televised interview with 
Watad? This would also give the 
foreign press corps a different glimp- 
se of Middle Eastern views. And so. 
old-fashioned, little radio would lie 
transmuted into the lust word in 
overseas media.

nail SHSoa in Israel 


Beginning Wednesday, September 4, 1 985, the currency of Israel is the new sheqel, 

under a law enacted by the Knesset. 


The new sheqel is equal to 1,000 existing sheqalim, and is divided into 100 
agorot ; each agora, is equal to 10 existing sheqalim. 

After passage of the law , the Bank of Israel put into circulation banknotes 
and coins of the new sheqel series, which will gradually replace those of 
the existing sheqel series. The Bank has also introduced a new banknote 
of SO new shetpMm denomination (see the chart below). 

Some of the existing coins — 1 new agora, 1 sheqel, and 5 sheqalim — 
cease to be legal tender from September 4, 1985, and can be exchanged 


for new sheqalim at commercial banks and Bank of Israel branches. Other 
coins and banknotes of the existing sheqel series will continue to be legal 
tender during a one-year transitional period, as explained below. 

In accordance with the law, if the last digit of the amount payable is a 
fraction of an agora (new sheqel series), it will be rounded off as follows: if 
it is Jess than half an agora, it will be rounded down (l.e. the fraction will be 
dropped); if it is half an agora or more, it will be rounded up to the nearest 
agora^see the example below). 




Why wasJhecurrency changed?/ 

, The,, changing of the currency is a 
' technical step intended to stniplify 
currency calculations (computers, meters, 
cash registers), facilitate cash payments 
and financial recording, as well as to save 
on the cost of producing banknotes. and 
coins.

Why the name "newsheqef*? 

As far back as 1969 the Knesset decided 
that the currency of Israel would be 
called the T sheqel ” — a name rooted in 
ancient Jewish sources. The new name 
reflects the desire not to depart from 
tradition and the intention of the 
legislator. 


In which currency should you pay? 

Fora period of one year from the date on 
which the law went into effect (until 
September 4, 1986) payments may be 
made in either existing sheqalim or new 
sheqalim. After this transitional period 
the existing sheqel will cease to be legal 
tender, and all payments must be made 
in new sheqalim. The 1 agora, 1 sheqel, 
and 5 sheqafim coins c eased to be legal 
tender upon enactment of the law, and 
they can be exchanged at commercial 
banks and Bank of Israel' branches 
during a two-year period (until 
September 4, 1987). 


Hop can coins be exchanged? 

Banknotes and coins of the existing 
sheqel series can be exchanged for new 
sheqalim and agorot at commercial 
banks and Bank of Israel branches 
without charge. Even after the banknotes 
and coins of the existing sheqel series 
cease to be legal tender (September 4, 
1986), commercial banks and Bank of 
Israel branches will continue to exchange 
them for new sheqalim for an additional 
year, until September 4, 1987. 


How should checks be written ? 

Until December 31, 1985 the existing 
checkbooks, which carry the symbol IS, 
will be used, and the amounts will be 
denominated only in existing sheqalim. 
From January 1, 1986 only new check- 
books, which will be issued by 
commercial banks to the public and will 
carry the new symbol (NIS) r may be 
used, and the amounts must be 
denominated in new sheqafim. 


How should prices be displayed? 
Until December 31, 1985 prices must be 
displayed in existing sheqalim, but the 
price in new sheqalim may also .be 
displayed alongside. . 

From January 1, 1986 prices must be 
displayed in new sheqalim only.

Shekel devaluation may 
shake public confidence 


By MACAU EE DEAN 
TEL AVIV- - Devaluing the shekel 
vis-a-vis the dollar by one quarter of 
one per cent - from IS 1,500 to 
IS1 .503.6 - as happened on Monday, 
could lead to disastrous 
effects, although this slight devalua- 
tion has little significance in itself. 
Dan Gillerman. presides of the 
Federation of Israeli Chambers of 
Commerce, said yesterday. 

“IS 1 .500 is established in the pub- 
lic mind as a psychological barrier; 
when it is broken, many people will 
take that as a sign that the entire 
national economic recovery plan is 
beginning to fail, and this results in a 
rush to buy foreign currency,” Gil- 
lerman said. 

Moreover, doubts had begun to 


creep into the public mind from 
three otherquarters about the suc- 
cess (or failure) of the plan. The 
interest rate in real terms is extreme- 
ly high, 10% a month; the govern- 
ment has not carried out its promise 
to cut its own budget, and it has also 
retreated from its oft-repeated state- 
ment to dismiss civil servants, he 
said- 

All these factors taken together 
are bound to influence many per- 
sons, who had been more than will- 
ing to make personal sacrifices for 

the public good. They will feel that 
their sacrifices are going to waste. A 
reaction would well set in. causing a 
turn-about in public feeling about 
continuing to bear a heavy burden, 
Gillerman added. 


Munich fair wants Israeli exhibitors

Past facts and 
future expectations 

The prime minister says that everything in fix: economic 
programme is going swimmingly. The finance 
says he is veiy worried about various aspects of its 
execution and their possible undermining of the succes- 
ses recorded so Car. This dissonance is no more than 
high-level reiteration of what many lesser mortals are 
discussing between themselves at present. 

Ignoring the political aspects of the ministers' differ- 
ences. there is a genuine economic problem wrapped up 
in the - two approaches. This is the difference between 
what is known about the past and what is expected about 
the fotuie. In the context of the economic programme it 
means that Peres and Moda’i can both be right' in 
different ways at the same time. 

No-one can take issue with the facts as they are being 
reported on a day-to-day basis. The foreign currency 
reserves have stopped fa lli n g and risen marginally. 
Exports are going up and imports down, inflation down 
and unemployment up. Prices have remained frozen and 
the rate of devaluation has almost reached zero. Interest 
rates have fallen dramatically. 

The problem begins with bow to relate to these facts 
and centres on what one does with them if anything. 

The figures officially published now come as no 
surprise. It would be fair to say that on July 2 the 
economy factored into its activities these very likely 
consequences of the decisions made on July 1. The 
adjustments took some time, more in some markets, less 
in others, but the trends that the figures represent 
quickly became the basis for decisions made by house- 
holds and firms as these reacted to the new reality. 

Thus the official confirmation of things that everybody 
knew were going to happen is not having any effect on 
the economy. Politicians and public relations people may 
make a fuss about them, but they do not change current 
investment and consumption decisions. For example, the 
27.5% index for July turned out to be higher than the 
median expectation of 23-25%, but it didn't make a 
fundamental difference. 

Similarly, if the August index comes in at 3.2% instead 
of 4.8%, this apparently huge gap of 50% in the 
estimates will not cause people to change their way of 
looking at things. By September 15, when the index is 
published, the August index is not a decision -making 
input, unless it retroactively shows that everyone was 
wildly wrong in their expectations. (It may be recalled 
what happened in mid-May, when the 19.4% April index 
did exactly that.) 

In another sphere, the holding down of the dollar 
shekel exchange rate for a period of two months was a 
si gnal to the public that the chief inflation-proxy, tire 
exchange rate, was under control and they could plan 
accordingly. No one knew for how long this might

The more sophisticated perceived that it was the 
fortunate coincidence of the dollar’s slide in Europe at 
the very time the new programme went into effect here 
that allowed the authorities to devalue the mark, sterling 
et al, while the dollar actually fell slightly against the 
shekel. Those“in the know” were privy to the Treasury’s 
. futnre plans, which were based on the assumption that 
tile dollar would continue to slide and that the resulting 
“profit” in terms of the European currencies could then 
be sp lit with the public; part of their appreciation would 
form a real devaluation to help exporters, while the rest 
would be passed on to the public in the form of lower 
prices, thereby helping the anti-inflationary struggle. 

■ In the. last week, however, the dollar's six-month 
decline has been reversed. In itself, this could be a 
temporary move. But the market atmosphere in Europe 
and New York has changed, apparently fundamentally. 
Analysts are talking of an initial rebound by the dollar to 
the 2.90-3.00 Deutsche mark level, to be followed by an 
eventual testing of the 3.50 level - the peak reached in 
February this year. 

If this scenario transpires, the effect on Israeli imports, 
exports and inflation-in short on the future of the whole 
new programme - would be grave. Worst of all, it is not 
in our power to do anything about it. Until now the luck 
ran dux -way. This may be changing,- confounding the 
expectations built up in recent months. 

It is precisely external changes of this sort, or- on the 
domestic level — the fears created by successive budget 
breaches, albeit of relatively minor proportions in each 
case, that are causing behaviour to change. Decisions are 
being made- by you and me, as well as by the managers 
of Koor and Qal or the head of the Treasury's budget 
division - and these are rooted in the reality of the 
immediate present and assessments about the next few 
weeks '- no one can see any further. But these decisions 
are not at all based on the economic statistics referring to 
July and August, which we all “knew about” long ago . 

That’s what all the economists’ mnmbo-jumbo about 
the role of expectations boils down to. In the computer 
age it is easy to explain to people that they live their lives 
in “real time,” not with yesterday’s or last week's data. 
We make decisions using rough/stimates of future facts, 
so that the range of opinions, translated into different 
decisions and different actions, is very broad. Only very 
rarely is the future sufficiently transparent for the 
majority of people to act in the same way at the same 
time. 

Until that happens it will be impossible to know 
whether the gove rn ment has succeeded or failed. When 
it happens, we won’t need minis ters or professors or 
anybody else to tell us. We will “know” long before.

Rotem Fertilizers angels for Chinese market 

Income taxes may hold down 
profits to a mere $2.8 million

TEL AVTV. - Rotem Fertilizers has 
triced - and is still trying-to crack the 
huge Chinese market, but- tbe 
chances at present seem veiy slim. 
This was stated yesterday at a press 
conference given by the heads of the 
firm, which is a subsidiary of Israel 
Chemicals. The speakers were Nis- 
sim Konforty, general manager, 
Ya’acov Ashkenazi, head of fi- 
nances, and Yosef Lastigzon. bead 
of marketing. 

“To the best of my knowledge , no 
Israeli firm has managed to export 
directly to mainl and China, and I 
have looked into the matter,” Las- 
tigzon said. He added that although 
Rotem Fertilizers exports to many 
countries in the world, inducting 
several in the East bloc, “We have 
not yet managed to export to India. 
Bnt we expect to ship shortly to Sri 
Lanka." 

Rotem has two main products, 
phosphoric add, an intermediate 
used in making fertilizer, and granu- 
lated fertilizers, that is, the finish ed 
product. 

The company was set up in 1979. It 
went into production in 1981 with 
sales of $13.6 million, which in- 
creased in subsequent years to $35.1 
m., $47. 8m. and $55. 7m. in 1984/S5~ 
Of this sum, all but Sl.Sm. was in 
exports. 

Net profits in the 1983/84 fiscal 
year were S2Jm. In 1984/85 they 
were $2. 8m. - but would have been 
at least S3.9m. higher if tbe company 
(fid not have to set aside that sum for 
possible income tax payments. 

All accounts are kept in dollars, 
not only because the overwhelming 
proportion of output is exported , but

also because a German bank has a 
24% interest in the firm. 

The company is now producing its , 
own electricity from a 14 megawatt r 
station, which will soon be running 
at foil capadty. However, since 
Rotem does not need all this power, 
it sells a considerable part to the 
Electric Corporation, thus raising its 
income. 

“We will soon produce enough 
power to meet all the needs of a town 
like Dimona,” Konforty said, 
adding that most of the 280 workers 
come from Dimona. Arad and Beer- 
sbeba. 

He noted that “one of the biggest 
problems we had in recent months 
was to convince the Electric Cor- 
poration to pay us a fair price fqr th^ f, 
electririty we sell it." 

However, Rotem does not expect 
(he current fiscal year to be highly 
profitable, since the price Of both its 
main items has fallen on world mar- 
kets. But it does expect total sales to 
reach $61m.

“Against this, Israel now has its 
financial incentives abolished while 
its other major attraction, the quali- 
ty of its manpower, is already declin- 
ing and the future in that respect is 
not at all encouraging,” laments Nit- 
zan. His complaints are echoed by 
Gurel, who summarizes the emerg- 
ing situation in a few plain words: 

“Without cheap loans for inves- 
tors they will go elsewhere - not to 
development towns but to different 
countries. Thus, the government, 
which preaches the need for econo- 
mic growth based on expanding 
high-tech industries, is itself doing 
everything to prevent the achieve- 
ment of its own policy aims.” 

Of course, it might just be coun- 
tered that this budgetary stringency 
is a necessary temporary measure 
and business will soon revert to nor- 
mal. That won’t wash for several 
reasons. 

Firstly, the famous budget cuts 
over the last years have consistently 
fallen on investment in the future, 
which has no lobby, and not on 
current spending, winch is politically 
difficult to implement. 

Secondly, beyond the talk, there is 
no coherent policy regarding indus- 
try and investment generally. 

Thirdly, the damage to Israel’s 
image as a country seeking to attract 
fast-growing industries in electro- 
nics, telecommunications and so on, 
has already been done and will be 
difficult to repair. 

Finally, and most seriously of all 
for the long term, the failure to 
invest in education - which will pre- 
sently be discussed - may yet make 
the existence or non-existence of 
financial aid a secondary considera- 
tion altogether, and by itself prevent 
advanced industry from making 
farther progress within the Israeli 
economy. 




Thatcher makes fight against Markets mixed on low volume 

unemployment her priority - MARKET STATISTICS 


LONDON- (Reuter). - For the first 
time in six years in power. Prime 
Minister Margaret Thatcher has 
made unemployment her top prior- 
ity, recognizing that it is likely to be 
the main issue at the next election. 

She and her new employment 
minister. Lord Young, appointed in 
this week’s cabinet reshuffle, are 
oow. more or less formally commit- 
ted to bringing down Britain’s reoord 
jobless total within the next two 
years. 

Young said immediately after his 
app o in t m ent that he was certain un- 
employment would drop in the fore- 
seeable future, although he declined 
to say what the jobless figure might 
be by the next election in 1987 or 
1988. 

In recent opinion polls, 80% of 
those asked have called unemploy- 
ment their major concern. A record 
3.25 million are at present out of 
work, representing 13.4% of the 
working population. 


Thatcher's political opponents 
and many in her. own Conservative 
Party say the only way to bringdown 
unemployment is for the govern- 
ment to increase public spending. 

Thatcher has consistently rejected 
this option on the grounds that pri- 
vate enterprise is the chief motor of 
new jobs. 

Young echoed this view when he 
told an interviewer M We have got to 
create real jobs and not false jobs, 
for which the government poors out 
money.” 

A former businessman with just 
one year’s experience in govern- 
ment, Young has been given the twin 
tasks of boosting both jobs and busi- 
ness enterprise. 

■ By giving his department added 
responsibilities, Thatcher has signal- 
led that she means to be taken 
seriously on tackling unemploy- 
ment. But her opponents are sceptic- 
al. 


West Bankers in dispute overland ownership 


Farmers from the villages of Snrif 
and Jib'a (both south of the -Etdon 
bloc of settlements near Hebron) 
claimed yesterday that settlers have 
recently prevented them from enter- 
ing a tract of some 2,000 dunams of 
land that the villagers claim is theirs. 
The land, the Arab farmers say, is 
planted with olive and other trees. 

Commenting on the claims, milit- 
ary sources last night said that what 
is in dispute is a tract of 1,000 
dun ams that has been declared state 
land. The sources said the villagers 
have a further 20 days to appeal. 
Until their zqipeal is heard the own- 


ership of the land, which lies be- 
tween the Etzion bloc and Surif, will 
not be determined. 

The military sources said that it 
was not settlers who had clashed 
with the villagers, but employees of 
the land registry department. The 
sources said, though, that the villa- 
gers have the right to work, the land 
pending a final dedson on own- 
ership.

TEL AVIV. - Bonds and shares 
turned mixed yesterday, breaking 
their up and down trends. This de- 
velopment -bad been fairly clearly 
presaged in Monday's trading and 
came as no great surprise. 

Perhaps the most significant fea- 
ture of the day's trading was the 
slump in volume, with shares and 
bonds together totalling only IS6.8 
billion. Not long ago shares were 
regularly matching that amount by 
themselves, while bond volume has 
been around IS5b. until yesterday. 
On the other hand, the Treasury bill 
auctions, a regular Tuesday “event” 
in recent weeks, drew IS18b. to the 
new 28-day bill, while the 56-day bill 
received less than IS l/2b. worth of 
business. The upward creep in yields 
in this market was re-emphasized by 
the 7.20% and 6.80% yields fixed for 
these two bills, both of which were 
up on last week's equivalent. 

Meanwhile, the share market 
showed a more balanced picture 
than of late, with advances and de- 
clines almost equal. Of outstanding 
interest was the 44.8% fall in 
Alliance Tires shares, after repeated 
"sellers only” on previous days. This 
aside, the moves in most shares were 
moderate and only mortgage and 
insurance companies managed signi- 
ficant advances - of 2.24% and 
3.10%, respectively.

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The limits of decrees 

IN THE ACRIMONIOUS debate between the government 
and the Histadrut op whether wage policy is to be shaped by 
negotiation and agreement or by the force of law, both have 
right on their side. 

The government is right to insist that the lynchpin of its entire 
recovery programme is the wage freeze agreed with the 
Histadrut at the beginning of July, in the shadow of emergency 
regulations that are due to expire at the end of this month. 
Clearly, if real wages were allowed to rise, devaluation and 
price rises would follow immediately. This would throw the 
economy back into an inflationary cost spiral that would mean 
the collapse of the stabilization policy and economic disaster. 

This cannot have been lost on Histadrut Secretary-General 
Yisrael Kessar. Which is why, after a show of strength by calling 
a one-day general strike, and some muscle-flexing by the works 
committee of the Electric Corporation, Mr. Kessar acquiesced 
in the sharpest real wage cut in the country's history, without 
any workers mounting the barricades. 

Mr. Kessar also accepted the sacking of some 10,000 civil 
servants, although he has from the beginning balked at 
shortcutting established procedures through resort to the 
emergency regulations. 

What the secretary-general cannot accept, however, is that 
the government be given the legal power to fix wages. It is not 
only that Mr. Kessar’s constituency would not stand for it: a 
freely negotiated wage bargain is of the essence of the 
democratic process, and can be suspended only when - and for 
as long as - actual crisis looms. Thanks to the already achieved 
results of the recovery programme - precarious as they still are 
- crisis has been warded off, even though risks and difficulties 
remain. 

There is. it is true, the danger that the implementation of 
existing and valid wage agreements may result in a general 
wage rise that will undo all that has been achieved so far. There 
is a valid agreement with the civil servants to add two top grades 
to the wage scale which, if implemented, would mean an overall 
upward wage creep. There is also a valid agreement with the 
engineers for a pay rise due by October. Teachers' salaries are 
linked to those of the engineers - and the teachers have valid 
claims, too. for wage increases under the Etzioni recommenda- 
tions. 

All these agreed wage incre meats must be frozen for the time 
being - but the way to do it is not by emergency regulations nor 
by ordinary legislation, but by negotiation and agreement. 

Mr. Kessar may not have sufficient clout to persuade the 
engineers, and after them the teachers, the civil servants, the 
social workers and others voluntarily to forgo wage increments 
that by contract are due to them. He will, however, probably 
try to do so. out of a sense of shared responsibility for the fate of 
the economy. But he can do so only if, and as long as. he is not 
under the threat of legal coercion. 

Once the government resorts to legislation, it will rightly be 
advised by Mr. Kessar, “You now have your laws and decrees - 
go ahead and enforce them, if you can. Don’t.bank on me any 
longer." 

That course of action, motivated by impatience with the 
democratic process, is favoured by Finance Minister Moda’i 
and his technocrats in the Treasury. It will work, if it works at 
all. only in the very short run, and will constitute an invitation 
to prolonged labour strife. 

The alternative of patient bargaining is no doubt the more 
difficu t one. and Prime Minister Peres, with his proverbial 
patience, may have to step in again and again when Mr. 
Kessar's influence with individual unions does not suffice. 
Negotiations, too, can never secure complete victory for any of 
the parties involved. But as far as wages are concerned. 
Treasury officials concede that their erosion has already 
overshot the mark, so that there is room for compromise there 
without endangering the success of the recovery programme. 

A learned misfire 

LAST MAY 8 the West German president, Richard von 
Weizsaecker, delivered an address to the Bundestag, marking 
the 40th anniversary of the Allied victory over the Nazis. This 
followed by a few days President Ronald Reagan’s visit, at the 
behest of Chancellor Helmut Kohl, to the Bitburg military 
cemetery. Mr Reagan's message was that the time had come to 
forget, and to forgive the present German generation for the 
crimes of the Nazis. 

Mr. von Weizsaecker. who had pointedly absented himself 
from the Bitburg ceremony, offered a dramatic dissent. Him- 
self one of Hitler's soldiers in World War II, the West German 
president ringingly called upon today's young Germans to 
confront the dreadful memory of the past and to acknowledge 
their nation's responsibility for the massacre of the Jews. There 
can be no reconciliation without remembering, he warned. 

The address drew an extraordinarily massive, and approving, 
response among West Germans. The text was snapped up by 
the hundreds of thousands, and as a recording became a 
runaway bestseller. Israel's ambassador to Bonn described its 
delivery as a “moment of glory" for the Federal Republic. 

A few days later, on Mount Scopus, so it now transpires, the 
senate of the Hebrew University met to consider a proposal 
that President von Weizsaecker be awarded an honorary' 
doctorate during his official visit to Israel scheduled to be held 
in early October - the first such visit by a West German chief of 
state. After a highly emotional debate among some of the 
university's luminaries the proposal lost, although by a small 
margin. 

The vote was not aimed at Mr. von Weizsaecker personally: 
he had been a welcome guest at the university some years 
earlier, when still mayor of West Berlin. The fact that his father 
had been a senior Nazi diplomat, and had been sentenced to a 
five-year jail term at Nuremberg, did weigh against the son. But 
the main argument against the award of the doctorate seems to 
have been that no West German president merited such honour 
from the Hebrew University. Not after Bitburg. 

Simple commonsense might have induced the university 
senate to decide that it was, in fact, merited at least after 
Bitburg - that is. after Mr. von Weizsaecker’s oration after 
Bitburg. But the senate was following its own peculiar logic, 
and its derision cannot now be revoked. Fortunately, the 
Weizmann Institute of Science in Rehovot has meantime 
repaired some of the damage by offering Mr. von Weizsaecker 
an honorary’ degree of its own. 

Sadly, however, it must now be concluded that great learning 
and great wisdom do not necessarily go together.

THE VISIT by Foreign Minister 
Yitzhak Shamir to Japan, starting 
tomorrow, could signal a shift in 
Japanese policy - or, at least, atti- 
tude - towards Israel. 

Predictions by Western observers 
regarding possible changes in 
Japan's situation and policy have 
nearly always proven false. In the 
early Seventies, everyone forecast 
doom for Japan's “economic mira- 
cle” due to its almost absolute de- 
pendence on imports of oil and other 
raw materials. 

In 1975, I argued in an article in 
the American quarterly, Asian Sur- 
vey, that the Japanese economic 
giant could not long continue to play 
the role of the political midget. Yet, 
10 years later, the economic giant 
has grown, and the political midget 
remains in the shadow. 

Japan established diplomatic rela- 
tions with Israel in 1952 and opened 
an embassy in Tel Aviv in 1963. It 
was one of the democratic, indus- 
trialized states whose policy towards 
Israel and the Arab- Israeli conflict 
visibly changed following the Yom 
Kippur War and the first “oil crisis.” 

While Japan refused to comply 
with Arab pressure that it break off 
its relations with Israel altogether, 
for the last 12 years these relations 
have been correct yet demonstra- 
tively cool. 

The main manifestation of dis- 
turbed relations between Japan and 
Israel is in the economic sphere. 
Most Japanese businessmen openly 
admit that they are wary of estab- 
lishing contacts with Israel for fear of 
the Arab boycott. It is not unusual 
for an Israeli businessman trying to 
buy from a Japanese firm to receive a 


THE REAGAN administration, 
facing mounting public anger at 
home over South African police 
methods in dealing with anti- 
apartheid protesters, is displaying 
growing frustration over Pretoria’s 
lack of movement towards racial 
reforms. 

But a senior policymaker, who 
requested anonymity, said the admi- 
nistration would not change its poli- 
cy of “constructive engagement,” 
which he described as using to the 
best effect what limited influence 
Washington had in South Africa. 

“We would ask those who see in 
various instant fixes, or quick fixes 
like a ban on this or that. What do 
you do the next day?” he added. 

Senior U.S. officials have become 
increasingly critical of the South 
African government's handling of 
the deepening violence of recent 
weeks. 

The State Department, putting 
the main blame for the trouble on 
the government, decried the jailing 
of prominent dissidents and the ban- 
ning of a major student organiza- 
tion. 

Using some of the harshest lan- 
guage available in tile State Depart- 
ment's diplomatic vocabulary, a

telex saying: “Sorry, cannot supply 
requested goods for fear of our com- 
pany’s name appearing on the Arab 
blacklist.” 

The Japanese government itself is 
unwilling to interfere with the secon- 
dary. tertiary and voluntary boycotts 
of Israel, and there is reason to 
believe that it tacitly supports sub- 
mitting to demands of the Arab 
boycott office. 

WHAT ABOUT Sanyo, Sharp 
Prussian, Sony, Subaru and the 
other visible Japanese consumer- 
good makers who swamp the Israeli 
market? With few exceptions (in- 
cluding Sony and Subaru). Japanese 
products sold in Israel are sold in- 
directly or unofficially. Few of the 
Japanese companies whose products 
are sold in Israel have formal agents 
here. 

Moshe Prusman. who was 
arrested last month on charges of 
import duty violations, did not 
establish a company in Japan 
through which to channel Sharp pro- 
ducts to Israel in order to cheat 
anyone, but simply because Sharp 
refuses to sell directly to Israel. 

Several years ago, Prusman 
wanted to import Nissan cars to 
Israel in the same way, but the 
Transport Ministry said no. The 
ministry must be aware of the 
fact that at least one of the major 
European car manufacturers whose 
cars are sold in Israel has for years 
sold them through an intermediary 
because of the Arab boycott, and 


Israel’s name does not appear in its 
books. 

Many Israeli exporter s who have 
tried to penetrate to the Japanese 
market will tell you that it is fre- 
quently impossible to sell to Japan, 
or that if they have succeeded they 
have had to use all sorts of devious 
means to camouflage the origin or 
nature of the products they sell, 
there is reason to believe that the 
figures for Japanese-Israeli trade - 
$190 milli on each way in 1984 - are 
not accurate. 

Japanese investments in Israel are 
almost non-existent, Japanese banks 
are niggardly about extending credit 
for transactions with Israel, while 
JAL, the Japanese national airline, 
refuses to fiy to Israel. 

Why? The Japanese openly admit 
it is because about 60 per cent of 
their oil comes from Arab oil pro- 
ducers and another 10 per cent from* 
Iran, and that these states are an 
important market for Japanese ex- 
ports and construction firms. 

Yet. Japan's trade with Arab 
countries does not differ markedly 
from that of Western European 
states, Japan is only unique in its 
extreme , almost mystical fear, of the 
Arab ‘boycott. This is not to say that 
the West Europeans have made a 
great effort to stop the boycott from 
blackmailing European firms into 
refusing to truck with Israel. Howev- 
er, many European governments 
have publicly declared their opposi- 
tion in principle to the secondary and . 
tertiary boycotts (the primary 


boycott is generally viewed as a 
legitimate tool in international rela- 
tions). France and the Netherlands 
have passed some lukewarm anti- 
boycott legislation. 

So how do we explain Japan's 
deviant attitude? Israeli diplomats 
like to point ont that in all non- 
Christian countries Israel has much 
greater difficulty in getting its mes- 
sages across, and relations are based 
almost exclusively on utility, free of 
any moral or emotional constraints. 

In the case of the Japanese, my 
own experience has been that they 
do not really grasp what Israel is all 
about. I recently accompanied some 
Japanese socialist guests through 
Yad Vashem and had difficulty ex- 
plaining to them .the difference be- 
tween the Holocaust and Hiroshima. 
So when the Japanese come across 
something like the Arab boycott 
they do not bother to try to under- 
stand its deeper implications - busi- 
ness is business and if economic ties 
with Israel must be sacrificed, let it 
be. 

Furthermore, the Japanese be- 
lieve in free trade and non- 
discrimination in trade only when it 
comes to Japanese exports. They 
will fight like tigers against lobbyists 
from Detroit trying to organize a 
boycott of Japanese cars - but that is 
as far as it goes. 

The Americans have been strug- 
gling for years to get the Japanese to 
remove their non-tariff barriers on 
imports from the UtS., and if anyone 
has any leverage with the Japanese it

spokesman said such actions were 
odious and belied “the South Afri- 
can government’s contention that it 
upholds Western democratic 
values.” 

The language was much tougher 
than any thin g emana ting from the 
White House, but officials said the 
administration was not split over the 
issue. 

ONE SENIOR policymaker met re- 
porters last week in an effort to win 
greater public understanding of con- 
structive engagement and to empha- 
size that the administration spoke 
with one voice on Smith Africa, 
officials said.'

About two-thirds of the 90 million 
American homes with television 
watch prime-time newscasts. 

Some seasoned television repor- 
ters compared the impact with tele- 
vision reports a year ago of famine 
victims in Ethiopia, which prompted 
an outpouring of national sympathy. 

_ . The Ethiopian issue so dominated 
the media, the administration rapid- 
ly stepped up the level of its aid. 

Such public awareness has fed an 
increasingly anti-South African 
mood among legislators and appears 
likely to complicate decisions 
Reagan will have to make soon. 


A SEVERE economic crisis in South 
Africa resulting from the violence 
sent the country's central bank gov- 
ernor Gerhard de Kock to London 
and Washington for help, apparently 
in vain. 

It was reported yesterday that de 
Kock had unexpectedly left 
Washington for New York and had 
cancelled a scheduled press confer- 
ence. 

The senior policymaker refused to 
criticize banks calling in, short-term 
loans owed by Pretoria and he did 
not seem unduly upset at the refusal 
of some banks to make further loans 
or at companies pulling out of the 
country, although he repeated that 
the administration opposed such dis- 
investment. 

Whatever decision the administra- 
tion makes probably will be heavily 
criticized. 

A drive by conservatives to head 


is the Americans. The fact that the 
Americans have their own difficul- 
ties with the Japanese also makes it 
quite unlikely that the U.$. will be 
willing to further complicate their 
relations with Japan by raising the 
boycott issue with them. 

The fact that there is no Jewish 
lobby in Japan and that the pro- 
Israel lobby is small and weak does 
not facilitate Israel's efforts to 
change Japan’s attitude. 

Yet, there might be a change in 
the offing. Japan today is no le** 
business-oriented in its attitude to- 
wards trade with the Middle East, 
but it is less wary .about offending 
Arab sensibilities. Japan is less de- 
pendent on Arab oil-producing 
countries, whose shopping lists have 
shrunk along with their currency 
reserves. . _ - 

Japan has also become aware or 
Israel’s research and development 
capabilities. For example, Japan’s 
Science and Technology Foundation 
awarded former president Ephraim 
Katzir a major prize for his work in 
biotechnology. 

In addition, it’ is suggested that 
Japanese businessmen might find 
Israel's new and unique free trade 
agreement with the U.S.. together 
with its 10 -year-old free trade agree- 
ment in industrial goods with the 
European Community, of interest, 
since Israel could be used as an 
outlet to both the American and 
European markets. 

So, there is reason for cautious 
opti mis m, even though nothing is 
ever certain with the Japanese. A 
Japan ese-lsrael economic alliance 
is, however, still a mirage.

off economic sanctions against South 
Africa is gathering steam and any 
failure to help the country will not sit 
well with them. 

Anti-apartheid lobbyists, whose 
influence has blossomed in the past 
year favour any kind of pressure to 
force reform and. if the administra- 
tion helps bail out Pretoria, they will 
undoubtedly be incensed. 

In about two weeks, Reagan must 
deride whether to veto a bill from 
Congress including mild sanctions 
against South Africa. The bill was 
proposed to counter Pretoria's fai- 
lure to discuss serious reforms • 
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It seems likely to be approved . 
shortly after Congress returns from 
summer recess on September 9. Its 
supporters are sure they have 
enough votes to override a presiden- 
tial veto. 

The growing public concern over 
South Africa makes Reagan's deci- 
sion unusually delicate. He has 
spoken out repeatedly against sanc- 
tions as ineffective and likely to hurr 
South African blacks. 

A veto, however, would appear to 
pit one of the most popular U.S. 
presidents against a considerable 
body of public opinion.

Moreover, the U.S. Refugee Act 
is quite dear: holders of immigration 
visas to countries in the free world 


are not considered for refugee pro- 
cessing to the U.S. with the sole 
exception of Russian Jews, who be- 
nefit from the wrinkle in interpreta- 
tion that they were denied “freedom 
of choice” in the USSR, and there- 
fore may exercise their choice upon 
arrival in Vienna. Thanks to Amer- 
ican Jewish leaders, this has become 
the standard interpretation for Rus- 
sian Jews, and what would normally 
bar them from refugee status, is 
casually swept aside as being of no 
consequence. 

The selective manner in which 
American Jewish leaders decide who 
will be assisted by them in resettle- 
ment in the U.S., and who will be 
consigned to go to Israel, reeks of 
arbitrariness, and is morally repre- 
hensible. The flotsam, and the ex- 
dudables under U.S. immigration 
law are shunted to Israel, the reposi- 


tory of those not deemed fit for 
resettlement in the U.S., while Rus- 
sian Jews are courted and lured to 
the U.S. Now that business is slack, 
Mas is busy courting and luring 
Iranian Jews to come to the U.S. 
Elementary fairness, if Hias were 
interested in such a thing, would 
dictate a hands-off policy on Jews 
who do indeed have a country to 
resettle in, and that country is the 
State of Israel. 

The president of Mas affects 
humility in saying that he is a servant 
of die Jewish community carrying 
out their mandate. The sad truth is 
that he and the leadership in the 
American Jewish community make 
policy, and then in true liberal 
fashion, designate this policy to be 
the will of the community.

Sir, - I refer to Lev Bearfield’s 
interview with Rabbi Sherwin Wine, 
which appeared on July 19, and wish 
to point out that the Congress of 
Secular Jewish Organizations of 
North America, of which I am the 
Executive Secretary, is not affiliated 
with the Society for Humanistic 
Judaism, which is headed by Rabbi 
Wine.
